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Fewer new houses were built in Altona 
last financial year than in the previous three 
years, Mr. A. Beech, Building Surveyor, told 
Altona Council last week. 


Only 221 houses were built 
during the financial year end- 
ing June 30, 1970, compared 
with 355 the previous year. 
This represented a drop of 
nearly $1 million in money 
spent on house building in 
the city. 


Mr. Beech said the drop in 
home building was due to 
the limited availability of 
residential allotments in the 
city. 

“Finance has been some- 
what restricted in the past 
two or three months, but this 
temporary hold-up would not 
greatly affect the rate of resi- 
dential-type construction on 
the overall yearly figures if 
land was available for resi- 
dential building,” he said. 

- Flat construction dranpeg 
by nearly 50 per cent.” dur- 
ing the year — from 110 
flats in the financial year 
ending June 30, 1969, to 57 
up sto the same time this 


year. 
The total value of flats 
constructed last _ financial 


year was more than $244 mil 
lion less than the previous 
year. 

Mr. Beech said the drop 
‘was due to restrictions im- 
posed by Land Use permit 
conditions which limit the 
number of flats per site and 
require additional car park- 
ing spaces to be provided. 


“The lack of availability 
of sewer reticulation has also 
had a limiting effect on flat 
development, as septic tank 
effluent disposal beds must 
be provided within the site, 
thereby reducing the amount 
of area usable for car park- 
ing,” he added. 

Eleven more industrial 
buildings .(a total of 1,146) 
were constructed during the 
year, but the total value of 
these, $3,627,029, was $16,242 
Jess than the value the pre- 
vious year.

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Ethane Pipeline - For 


Allegations of harmful consequences 
have been advanced against the laying of 
an ethane gas pipeline across Port Phillip 
Bay. The Esso Standard Oil Company 
claims to have a rebuttal to each of the 


Points raised. 


__ The Company clainis that the design, strength and construc-- 
tion of the 10” pipe fine will be at above world standards. All 
conceivable tests will be applied and monthly inspections on a 


Continuous basis will be made. 
Detailed allegations and th 


case are: 

1. “The pipeline would not be a public 
facility, but would serve only the 
convenience and economics of farge 
commercial concerns, ‘ 

“The pipeline will bestow no possible 
benefit, advantage or compensation 
to the general public.” 

The pipeline wilt carry only ethane 
gas, derived from natural gas and oil 
produced in Australia’s Bass Strait fields. 
Previously, ethane hos been extracted 
from imported crude oil. Utilisation of 
domestic ethane will save considerable 
foreign exchange. It will be used as raw 
materials for Victorian manufacturing 
plants, whose products also eliminate 
imports and whose operations provide 
substantial employment to Australians, 
The project, therefore, is part of the 
development ond efficient utilisotion of 
Australia’s natural resources, which can 
only be to Australia’s and Victoria's 
economic advantage. 

2. "Using Port Phillip Bay for undersea 

gas pipelines is like allowing a 
He company to build a factory in the 

Botanical -Gardens.”’ 

This statement is like saying that 
scallop dredging is like conducting log- 
ging operations in the Garden or that 
shipping in the Bay is comparable ta 
running a freeway through the Botanical 
Gardens. 

The allegation implies certainty of 
pollutant emissions, for which there is’ 
absolutely no foundation in fact, The 
buried pipeline will be competely out of 
sight and will not disturb the beauty of 
the bay, or its surroundings. Nor will the 
public be deprived of any recreational 
areas, [aes 

3. “The creation of a wide, ethane pipe- 
line easement through public areas 
of Mordiallec, the Beach Park and 
the Bay, immediately would creote 
@ corridor available for ready future 
use by other hydrocarbon substances 
which would couse pollution, 

“The free usage of public fands by 
the pipeline would cause loss of use 
by the public. The 50-foot ease- 
ent stoted in the original permit 
has been reduced to 20-feet, but the 
terms of the original permit will 
stand. 

“The oil companies would receive in 
perpetuity a licence to use public 
fands for their own purpose.” 

The permanent easement as approved 
bythe permit and licence issued by the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power and Mines is 
restricted to a maximum width of 10 feet 
through and adjacent to the public re- 
serves in the City of Mordialloc. This in 
no way means, that the surface of the 
land involved wili be “off limits” to 
members of the public in any way, no 
more than the land over underground 
utility installations, except during the 
construction period when a temporary 
working width of 50 feet will be required 
The pipeline permit and ficence is for a 
period of 20 years, not “perpetuity”. 

4. “Mordialtoc will be one of the main 
sufferers from this damaging and 
vandalistic project,’ 

The company will not be permitted to 
use public ground for any purpose but 
to lay the pipe, with the strict proviso 
that the land it traverses must be fully 
restored. There is absolutely no intention, 
nor will there be permits issued 
to lay other pipes in the same easement. 
The word ‘vandalistic’ is an emotional 
distortion. 

5."A 10-inch high pressure line is 
capable of carrying other products 
besides ethane, including highly 
toxic and pollutant substances up 
to the consistency of diesel oil.” 

No other substance beside ethane is 
Permitted in the fine by the licencee, 
nor is ‘there any intent or purpose in 
putting anything but ethane through it. 
6. "The Department of Mines is being 

hoodwinked. There is some doubt 
whether there is anyone in the 
department expert or capable en- 
ough to talk to them {oil com- 
panies).”” 

The Department of Mines personnel 
ore completely qualified and they closely 
inspect all aspects of design, construction 
and operations to ensure compliance with 
all State and Commonwealth regulations. 
The ethane gas line Project can not be 
undertaken without the approval of these 
experts, as well as similarly qualified 
experts of the Public Works Department,_ 
the Port Phillip Authority, the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries ond Wildlife, and the 
Soil Conservation Authority. 





@ Esso Company‘s response in each 


7. The ethane constitutes major feed- 
stock in the manufacture of plas- 
tics — wrappers, bags and con- 
tainers to add to the litter problem. 
Also for fertilisers which ore artifi- 
cial and unnatural.’ : 

Ethane is the major component of 
many plastics, which are without doubt 


“among the most useful, valuable and 


versatile materials in the world today. To 
nome just a few: viny! floor and furniture 
coverings, foam mattresses and pillows, 
tableware and crockery," water-based 
plastic paints, butyl! rubber and many 
building materials. It is also a pollution- 
free fuel like natural gas. To condemn 
plastics because some people create litter 
is the same as condemning motor cars 
because some people drive when drunk. 
The benefits of chemical fertilizers have 
been demonstrated and proven in Aus- 
tralia and the rest of the world, but the 
fact is that neither ethane nor its derivi- 
tives is a component of fertilizer. 


8. "The Stote Liberol Posty granted 
permission to an international oil 
company to trespass {by ethane 
pipeline) into Port: Phillip _ Bay, 
which is the major recreation ‘area 
and psychological relief for hun- 
dreds of residents of Melbourne.” 

It must not be forgotten that Port 
Phillip Bay is also a major commercial 
seaport from which Melbourne derives a 
great portion of its prosperity. Thus, ac- 
cording to this allegation, the Bay is 
“trespassed’’ Upon by heavy -shipping 
traffic, commercial fishing interests, and 
other business enterprises, duly licensed 
under ‘law for their operations. The pipe- 
line is to be under the seabed and will in 
no way interfere with recreational activi- 
ties. 

9. "The pipeline is a private venture 
and it is misleading to say the Bay 
route is o saving of public funds.” 

The proposal by opponents of this pro- 

ject for @ common pipelines corridor 
around Melbourne states that it should 
be owned by a statutory authority and 
administered by that authority as a 
public utility. This means that the State 
Government would have to negotiate 
rights-of-way and pay compensation to 
some 1,200 private landowners. This 
would, in fact, involve a great expendi- 
ture of public funds which are badly 
needed for other governmental services. 

10. “If the pipelines go ahead there will 

be catastrophic pollution.” 
Catastrophic pollution is not possible 
as suggested, as the product to be con- 
veyed is ethane gas ‘and would neither 
contaminate nor pollute the ‘waters; nor 
wauld it have any toxic effect on the 
sea life. The trench for the pipe will be 
opened with o bucket dredge of the type 
continually working in the bay’ under the 


direction of the Public Works Depart- ° 


ment, Ports and Harbors Division. The 
dredged material wifl be removed to an 
area on the seabed ‘designated by that 
authority, and, after the pipeline is taid, 
will be returned to cover the line. 


11, “The ethane line will cut across such 
fands os the Mordialloc Carnival 
site and one of the finest beaches in 
Melbourne.” : 

The route, as discussed with the Mor- 
dialloc Council, does not traverse the 
old carnival site, but runs adjacent to it 
in the projected C.R.B. road easement. 
The eventual 10-foot pipe easement will 
not encroach onto the carnival site, al- 
though in the construction stage it will be 
necessary to utilize some of that area. 
The beach crossing, at a depth of 10 
feet, will not be visible shortly after 
restoration and will cause only temporary 
inconvenience to the public. 


12. “When the pipeline is no longer in 
use, will it be removed. What will 

. happen to it?” 

When the pipeline no langer is re- 
quired, the decision to remove it or 
leave it lies with the appropriate public 
regulatory authority. 

13. "The bed of the Bay in the northern 
area is heavily contaminated (with 
on oily sludge) ond this would be 
disturbed and spread to nearby 
beaches?” 

According to experts we have consult- 
ed and seabed samples taken when the 
route was surveyed, there is no evidence - 
of contamination near the pipeline route. 
14. “Sotid. clay dredged from the bottom 

would take weeks to settle and cur- 
rents would corry if onto beaches, 
causing discolouration and dirt.’’ 


Near the.Mordialloc foreshore and for 
some distance out, the bottom is sand. 
The only area where solid clay is likely 
to be encountered by the dredge is in 
the middle of the bay. Bottom currents 
and tide flows are so slight that it is 
extremely unlikely that any clay will 
reach the shore. 

15. “Leaks from the ethene fine could 
cause permanent damage to the 
bay.” 

“Free swimming fish could avoid the 
Pipeline area, but the shellfish 
would die out.” a 

In the-unlikely event of a break in the 
ethanetine, shut-off valves at either end 
and the equalisation of water pressure 
with that of the gas would stop the leak 
very quickly, Ethane itself is much lighter 
than woter and, when released in water, 
bubbles to the surface and is dissipated 


oxygen, carbon dioxide or carbon mon- 

oxide. It is certainly not poisonous to 

marine life of any specie. 

16. "The pipeline will cross the Shapper 
and scallop spawning grounds and 
the ‘effects of dredging will be 





harmlessly in the atmosphere. Also, it. 
is far less soluble in water than nitrogen,’ 


There is no fully documented evidence 
that the pipeline will, in fact, cut through 
fish or shellfish spawning grounds in 
Port Phillip Bay. However, if this should 
prove to be the case, the experts we 
have consulted believe that the dredging. 
and pipelaying operations will have no 
lasting effect on the spawning grounds. 


17. “"They (the oil companies) do not 
care one iota for Port Phillip Bay.’” 


The assumption that oi! companies are 


‘ callously indifferent to the protection of 


Port Phillip Bay is false. It ignores the 
fact that oil companies are composed of 
Persons who value such resources as 
much .as their fellow citizens. It also 
ignores the fact that failure to give 
attention to conservation is wasteful, and 
waste is bad business practice. Considera- 
tion for the environment is simply good 
business practice, and it is ours. 


18, “Overseas it is common practice to 
use gas pipelines for different 
gases,” 

This is a mis-statement. It is not prac~ 

tical to operate a gas pipeline with a 

variety of gases because of differences in
